Last year this portion 
was roped off .because it was not 
completely ready. The" greater ca- 
pacity o.t the gym has allowed the 
committee to make available to the 
entire student body tickets to this 
dance rather than keeping them tor 
Juniors only and then selling the 
remaining tickets to the rest ot the 
University. 

At the Convocation Ball held last 
May the new portion of the gym 
was used and it was found that 1400 
people were easily accommodated. 
This number was the highest at- 
tendance ever registered at a for- 
mal dance at McGltl. The Escorts, 
Orchestra who played at the Con- 
vocation Ball were rehired to play 
at the Prom this year.

Debate Decides 
Not to Outlaw 
Communist? arty 

The. Communist party should not 
and cannot be outlawed was the 
decision ot Dr. C. D. Solin, Judge 
al a debate yesterday in the Union 
between McGill and midshipmen 
ot the U.S. Merchant Marine Aca 
demy of Kingspolnt, N.Y. 

Should the Communist Party be 
legally outlawed, it would only 
assume, another name and become 
a more underground movement 
than It Is at the present moment. 
The way to eliminate the Com- 
munist Party is through education 
and more vigorous enforcement of 
the present laws. 

This was the main argument of 
the negative side upheld by Gerald 
McCarthy, Doug Cohen and Leo 
Kojber, alL.law.studenU at McGill. 

The' negative stated that it would 
be a practical Impossibility for the 
government to provide a law de- 
ciding what Communism was, what 
its extents and limits constitute 
and to decide who was and was 
not a Communist. 

Best measure to take, according 
to the negative side, would be to 
build up democracy. In building up 
cur way of life, individual will 
need not nor want to think of an- 
other and in this way wc would 
be assured of a victory. 

Affirmative of the debate declar- 
ed that because of the immediacy 
ot .the danger, the time to pass a 
law against the Communist Party 
is the present Cadets Ludwig Grill, 
Scott Shrevc and Ron Dcnison of 
the Merchant Marine Academy a 
Kingspolnt were 'the speakers for 
the affirmative. 

They said in their argument that 
the Communist Party In the United 
States and Canada has deliberately 
set up a program to overthrow by 
force or violence the governments 
of those countries. Because of their 
tions, the Party should be out- 
lawed. 

Lieut. Victor J. Lugowski, As 
sistant Prof, ot English at the 
Academy and Chief Officer for the 
Debate, said that the debate was 
very good and that he agreed 
wholeheartedly with the decision 
of the judge. 

This debate was the first one In 
which McGill has debated against 
the Merchant Marine Academy at 
Klng*polnt. Eric dc DuBeliaiguc. 
Chairman of the event, expressed 
the hope that this would be the 
beginning of a long list ot debates 
between McGill and the Academy. 



Recommendations on t|ie Arts 
Building steps issue, the addition of 
two members to the exccujlve, and 
an unhappy report from the RVC 
historical society were the high- 
lights of the Women's UnlAn semi- 
annual meeting yesterday, after- 
noon. 

An official amendment : to the 
constitution, increasing the num- 
ber of mcmbers-at-large' on the 
women's union executive from two 
to four, was discussed and; passed 
as soon as the quorum of 60 had 
been reached. This motion ' also 
provided that at least two ot the 
members-at-large be non-resident 
students.' This measure was to 
curb an unfortunate trend towards 
having all the executive members 
resident students", Mlml Picker- 
ing, women's union president stated. 
She added that the expanding 
number of activities planned and 
undertaken by the women's union 
necessitated a larger executive. 
"An executive of five Is not enough 
for over 1000 women students." 

The serious implications of the 
motion were stressed by the presi- 
dent, as she charged the women

WASHINGTON — Senator ' Taft 
said that the United States' military 
commitments In Europe should 
centre on the protection of Great 
Britain against Red attack. "An al- 
liance with England and a defence 
of the British , Isles ore far more 
Important than an alliance with 
any continental nation and offer 
much greater hope of success." 

MUNHAN, KOREA— A red truce 
negotiator challenged the United 
Nations to break oft the armistice 
talks and try to change the front 
linos by force of arms. The U.N. 
command declared however that 
"no mutually acceptable solution 
was In sight", and that suspension 
ot all types of military operations 



now would be premature. 

WASHINGTON— Premier Moss 
degh of Iran pleaded again for Am- 
erican financial support to his conn 
try. He Is seeking a loan of $120 
million In the next 12 months. At 
the same time,: Mossadegh bitterly 
attacked Britain for "cruel imper- 
ialistic exploitation" and Indicated 
that Iran's action is ousting the 
British- oil technicians was final. - 

OTTAWA— A farewell letter from 
Princess Elizabeth was read in the 
House of Commons. It said that the 
Princess and Prince Philip thor- 
oughly enjoyed their Canadian tour 
and that they want to come back to 

Canada before too long.

Tha Varsity said, "The University is proud to play 
host to the Royal Couple. We wish that it were 
' pouible for them to stay longer. Such a happy oc- 
casion will long be remembered at the University." 
The Queen's Journal said, "She is a welcome and 
charming guest • From Queen's wc send to her 
. our warmest wi*h for a pleasant stay In Canada. 
Our only regret — shared with Canadian* across 
'" e nation — la that she cannot stay longer-" The 
iaf (U. of Sask.) said, "The British Monarchy 
presents something more than mere kingship; the 
Crown is a symbol of unity within a free common- 
wealth of nations. As Canadians we proudly hold 
membership in that Commonwealth and warmly 
receive these Royal personalities." 

Le Quartier Latin of the University of Montreal 
in its Royal VUit Issue said, "They will bring back 
: our enthusiasm to Eng and as homage to the Empire.' 
Our applause will be deposited in the vaults ot the 
Bank of England as securities with large dividends. 
With this they can hope for the survival of tht 
Commonwealth; the association organized not for 
the common good of its member* (as its pompous 
• title suggests) but for the maintenance of the 
political power of that little over-populated island." 

If the view* expressed in this issue were the 
View* of the editors, then these editors are extreme- 
. . Jy nationalistic. In the whole issue there was not 
one story that wasn't liberally sprinkled with per- 
sonal opinions. In the last paragraph of their page 
one story Le Quartier Latin said, "The role of the 
English Princes* sent by the English Government 
leave* no doubt for anyone, even if her coming 
has cost people the equivalent of a good reduction 
in educational fees. The Nationalists think of the 
Royal Visit in 1939 and the Imperialists regard it 
as a re-enforcement of unity around the British 
Royal Family and they are both right. England 
realize* finally that she Is losing her supremacy 
and she is trying by all means to get out of the 
crisis evoked in the little Island." 

Le Quartier Latin continued, "That's why people 
say it is all propaganda but nobody listens. There 
is no danger in propaganda when you know the 
motives of those who make it. That is why we per- 
tolt ourselves to like the English Princess by 



politeness toward* a foreign, but friendly power. 

The Quartier Latin In every one of its stories 
struck a. note comparable to Le Devoir's attitude 
toward the Royal Visit; that ot welcoming the 
couple but at the same time reminding everyone 
that they represent a foreign power. 

In a cartoon the French-Canadian is depicted as 
a puppet in a Little Lord Fauntelroy suit, kissing 
proffered hand of the Princess and at the same 
time clutching a Fleur-de-LI* flag behind his back. 
The Princes* i* depicted with a grotesque smile on 
hèr face and holding the hand of her husband who 
In turn is hiding a Union Jack behind hi* back. 
This cartoon was used to illustrate an article titled, 
"Good-bye to Mythology." 

The paper'* editorial *ald, "We respect Instinctive- 
ly these last representative* of an old monarchy. 
Of course there are also about ten million dollar* 
being spent by the government (on the Royal Tour) 
but it isn't decent to speak about that." 

"It is important that we be not dupes. We aren't 
naive and we can't be bought with smiles and 
radio and newspaper propaganda. Our people ace 
beginning to think that Canada ha* attained ma- 
turity and that tutorships are alway* cosUy. We 
believe before alt in the independence of Canada 
and when politeness require*, it I* with an un- 
believing smile that we bow before the Crown." 

Le Quartier Latin in reference to Le Carabin, 
*tudent newspaper of Laval University said, "Le 
Carabin declared that we should welcome the 
Princess with proper respect to her authority. 
"After all!" the Quartier Latin says, "Up to what 
point should one ignore the history of one's coun- 
try. The Commonwealth, after a long evolution, 
has become a free association of independent coun- 
tries. II Is more a question of receiving her a* a 
representative of past splendour, just as we would 
receive any other well-born persqn." 

In story after story the writers freely expressed 
their own personal opinions on the Royal Family 
and the Commonwealth which were all in a nation-' 
allstic vain. They quoted the circumstances sur- 
rounding previous Royal Visit* to Canada and find 
in the present one similarity to the Royal Visit of 
1939. \
